LAKEHURST, N. J., July 2.—

German 
dirigible 
Hin- 


denburg grounded at 2:20 a.m. cen- 
tral standard time, today, complet- 
ing its fourth commercial flight 
from Germany In record-breaking 
time. 


The big ship made the run from 


her home port, Frankfort-On-Main 
to Lakehurst in 52 hours and 51 
minutes, cutting eight hours, 34 
minutes from her previous record, 
Lieutenant George Watson of the 
naval air station announced. 


The Hindenburg's 
lines 
were 


made secure at 2:35 o'clock after 
she made what was said to be the 
first flying mooring ever made by 
a German airship. A ground crew 
was ready, but was not called up- 
on as the ship flew directly to the 
mast. 
Twenty-two persons, the small- 


est passenger, list to be earned 
since commercial service between 
Germany and the United States 
was started in May were aboard 
for the record-breaking flight.

ATLANTA. July 2.—(fP)—A well- 


developed rain center moved to- 
ward the drought-stricken south- 
east today promising substantial 
relief for parched farms In this 
section.

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TIN CAN ROADS 


Something new in road- 


building has been evolved 
in Georgia. Also a solution 
of the almost universal Am- 
erican problem, what to do 
with tin cans. W. H. Weav- 
er, city engineer of Decatur, 
handles both matters quite 
simply by using the cans to 
pave streets. 


It started as a convenient 


mode of rubbish disposal, 
used because there was no 
convenient dump. The cans 
are passed through an in- 
cinerator, 
which 
leaves 


them clean and crisp. Then 
they are hauled to a street 
which needs r e p a v i n g, 
dumped and 
spread 
and 


packed with a five-ton roll- 
er. They flatten 
out and 


make 
a 
compact 
layer. 


Then a little sand and soil 
are spread over them and 
rolled, then another layer 
of pressed cans, and so on. 
Special shoulders are put 
in to keep the cans from 
working out on the sides of 
the road. In a few months 
the cans oxidize—that is, 
turn to iron rust—making a 
hard, firm mass, smooth to 
drive over. 


It sounds interesting. And 


with the billions .of empty 
tin cans that must be dis- 
posed of every year in this 
country, it is fine if such a 
use can be found for them. 


A few hundred or thou- 


sand years from now, arch- 
eologists digging into the 
•remains of our civilization 
may find in our abandoned 
roadbeds ore mines corres- 
ponding to the "red dirt" 
mines in Minnesota which 
now furnish most of our 
iron. Then the cycle will be

City, la., Press-Citizen. It 
has such innovations as air- 
conditioning throughout, in- 
direct lighting, glass build- 
ing brick instead

dows. 


This Is said to be one of 


the first newspaper plants 
in the country to be equip- 
ped with a complete, auto- 
matically-controlled, 
heat- 


ing, humidifying and ven- 
tilating system for winter 
use, and a cooling, de-hu- 
midifying 
and ventilating 


system for 
summer 
use.

decided that certain 


legislation enacted during 
the depression is not within 
the power of the federal 
government but is reserved 
to the provinces. It is an in- 
teresting parallel, showing 
again how much Canada, in 
its people, institutions and 
problems,

our 


own country. 


The decision dealt with 


eight "reform laws" for so- 
cial security and the regu- 
lation of industry. Of these 
two were aproved, one part- 
ly approved, three left in 
effect by a tie vote and two 
vetoed. The vetoed acts pro 
vided insurance for the un- 
employed 
by co-operative 


contributions of labor, in- 
dustry and government and 
called for public employ- 
ment 
bureaus; 
also 
fair 


practice in marketing. It 
was a constitutional 
ques- 


tion of jurisdiction. The sta- 
tus of the laws for minimum 
wages, limitation of work- 
ing hours and one day's rest 
in seven was left uncertain 
by a three-to-three vote of 
the court. 


The government will now 


carry these questions to the 
court of ultimate appeal, 
the imperial Privy Council 
in London.

back as suffered by the "Ca- 
nadian

Deal." The

were enacted by the recent 
Bennett government, repre-

the

whine of the tires was followed 
by a ''horrible sound of metal 
rolling and crashing." 


Dressing hurriedly, she ran to 


the bridge. There she found men 
groaning and shouting, and wo- 
men 
crying hysterically, 
trying 


to escape from the machine as it 
lay upside down against a flimsy 
fence. 


NATURAL BRIDGE, Va., July 


1.—(fP)—Five 
persons were killed 


and injured today in the crash 
of a passenger bus above the 215- 
foot gorge of the famous natural 
bridge during a heavy rainstorm. 


The large vehicle skidded as it 


approached the bridge. Driver J. 
J Olderson, throwing his weight 
on the wheel, swerved it abrupt- 
ly, passengers said, to prevent its 
plunging over the brink in the 
darkness. 


Olderson and four others in the 


forward seats were killed. All but 
four of the 32 passengers were 
hurt.
